Now wo not only 
do not feel slarllsu at kenring tho great 
depth of won feet spoken of, but when we 
see preparations in actual progress for sinlt- 
ing to such n depth, wo think but little of it. 
The Savage Company uavo broken ground^ 
for tho 'foundation of new machinery, 
which is to bo sufficiently powerful to amk 
their mine to the depth of 1000 feet. This 
incline is alrcmly some distance bolow tljo 
"100 foot level, and is mill being -rigorously 
pushed downward. But the preacn* ma- 
chinery cannot bo expected to do tha work 
reqtiired more than a few months longer, 
and a force of men in now at work sinking 
tho huge pits in which «ro to be laid tbe 
foundations of the powerful now incline en- 
gines 
Indeed, these pits are fast approach- 


ing completion, and soon the stone manons 
will bo at work on tho foundations. lh« 
now hoisting engine will bo supplied with 
''4 inch horizontal cylinders, of four-foot 
stroke, ami will bo of oror 400 horse powar. 
The uteol wire rope to bo used will bo 4000 
feet in length, and will weigh about 2-1,000 
pounds. It is now being manufactured by 
John A. Koebling'a Sons, Trenton, N. J. It 
will be a round rope, and tho upper end will 
be two inches in diameter, but 2500 feet of 
its length will be tapered and the lower end 
will bo 1? inches in diameter. The reel 
on which 
this cable 
will 
wind 
and 


unwind will bo conical, find tlie cablo will 
wind about it spirally. 
When the greater 


part of the cable is down in tho incline, and 
its whole weight is added to tho weight of 
the inoliuo car, tho rope will bo winding on 
the smaller end of the reel, when Ihe ma- 
chinery will have its greatest purchase, and 
as the calilo is finally wound up. it will run 
unon (lie larger end of tho reel. Thus the 
same stoam will do the work at any point m 
tho journey of the car up and down the m- 
clius track. Tho new hoisting machinery 
will bo in readiness for starting about tho 
1st or April. 
Other companies contemplate 


the erection of similar machinery and pro- 
pose pushing their works to a like depth.—
